She opent^ the dpor and 
stumbled tbroagb the bui4diOR vap^ 
ors^to the room of her iather,adJoln- 
ing. She beat upon the doors with 
her bande^ti^i-iiilftken hiipo. When 
Mr. O'Bannon optAied the door his 
daughter almost snffoCated' collaps- 
ed In his ar. He carried her to the 
landing on the floor below, and rush- 
ing to the clerk's desk on the first 
floor,, gave the alarm.

One of the big boaeflta to ba da* 
rived by tbe farmers would be tbe 
enforoement of tbe poating lawa and 
keeping trespAsaera oft of their land.
